The Western Union Shuts Off Associated 
Press Leased Wires. 

New Yorx, Oct. 20.—The Associated Press 
and the Western Union Telegraph Co. have 
not been on good terms for some time. A 
little after 6 o’clock last nignt tne telegraph 
company cut off the three leased wires on 
which the greater part of the news of the 
Associated Press has been received. No notice 
had been given of the intention to stop the 
service. Fora short time the Press Associa- 
tion was left in the lurch. General Manager 
Wm. H. Smith hurried over to the Postal 
Telegraph office. There he arranged to have 
the matter usually carried by the leased 
wires carried by the Postal lines. Matter 
usually carried over the Western Union 12 


eral lines went through as usual. The w 
forbids a telegraph company to refuse . 
ness offered for its general wires, no matter 
how badly it may desire to do so. 

Of the three leased wires one carried the 
heavy Western business and two went to the 
South. Onthe Western wire were the offices 
at Cincinnati, Cleveland, Toledo, Detroit, 
Chicago, St. Louis, Milwaukee, St. Pau! and 
Minneapolis. On the Southern wire were 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, Washington, At- 
lanta and all the larger cities in that part of 
the country. These wires led directly into 
the Associated Press office at Fulton street 
and Broadway. The difficulty grew out ofa 
new arrangement which the Associated Press 
was aboutto make with the Bell Telephone 
Co 


The Telephone Company owns excellent 
copper wires between all the principal cities 
of the United States. Not having much use 
for them itself it is willing to lease them for 
use as telegraph lines. They not only afford 
better circuits at lower rates than the West- 
ern Union lines, but the company offers 
certain advantages to its lessors in 
the way of free telephone service. The 
Associated Press, it is said, made a contract 
for the telephone wire, beginning Nov. 1. 
The contract with the Western Union expired 
yesterday. The telegraph company has been 
anxious to renew it for a year. The Asso- 
ciated Press has beld off for an arrangement 
from day to day until Nov. 1. General Mana- 
ger Eckert is said to have discovered yester- 
day why the Associated Press did not want 
a year’s contract. He immediately ordered 
the leased wires to be shut off. The Associat- 
ed Press expects to make the necessary ar- 
rangements with the Postal Co. to-day to 
handle its matter without delay over its gen- 
eral wires. After Nov. 1 Mr. Smith thinks he 
will have better leased wire service than 
ever. In the meantime there will be a pretty 
row between the Western Union and the Bell 
Telephone Co. 

LATER.

AFTER THE ROGUES. 


Canadian Boodlers Must Face Their 
Accusers in Court. 


MINISTER CHAPLEAU’S FRIEND, SENE- 
CAL, IN THE TOILS. 


Sir John Thompson Makes the First Step 
in the Proposed Criminal] Prosecution 
ofthe Men Who Have Robbed the Peo- 
ple—Crooked Work Revealed on Every 
Hand. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Oct. 2.—Considerable 
excitement was here yesterday among 
members of the civil service, when it was 
learned that the Minister of Justice had 
started his criminal prosecution of those 
whose boodling propensities were disclosed 
before the Parlimentary Investigation Com- 
mittee last session, by the arrest in Montreal 
yesterday of Seneca!, the late Superinten- 
dentjof printing. The arrest was a direct blow 
at Chapleau, Secretary of State, whose lulu - 
ence had deen used throughout to save his 
friend. As to the reason that prompted 
Sir John Thompson to start this prose- 
cution with Senecal there is much 
speculation. It was generally understood 
that Owen R. Murphy would be among the 
first of Sir John Thompson's victims, and 
that his late partners, the Connoliys and Pat 
Larkin, would keep him company. Some 
difficulty as to the mode of proceedure and as 
to the safest way to lay the charge against 
the boodling contractors 830 as not to im- 
plicate Sir Hector Langevin and Thomas Me- 
Greevy as co-defendants in thecase have 
presented themselves, and itis with a view 
to averting any such calamity that the Minis- 
ter of Justice has deferred action for the 
time being, until a safe course can be de- 
cided upon. Whilethe parliamentary com- 
mittee whitewashed Sir Hector, the courts 
might not he so lenient in their verdict, 
should be inadvertently be drawn into them 
through the prosecution of Murphy and his 
associates. 

THE NEWS AT MONTREAL. 

MONTREAL, Oct. 20.—Great interest is ex 
cited here by the fact that the Minister of 
Justice has started proceedings to make Mr. 
Senecal, Superintendent of the Government 
Printing Bureau, disgorge the commissions 
he extorted from the various parties from 
whom he purchased material for the Govern- 
ment. 

SENECAL’S STEALINGS. 

Senecal obtained about $59,000 by exacting 
commissions or pots-de-vin, asfthe French 
call them, from persons selling goods to the 
bureau, chiefly from the agents of type- 
founders. Senecal’s operations were re- 
ported to other Ministers, but nothing was 
done until Mr. Lister cast his drag net.

A TRAGIC MYSTERY. 


Finding of an Unknown Man’s Body at 
Crescent Beach. 


BELIEVED TO HAVE BEEN MURDERED BY 
A RIVAL. 


Two Men anda Woman Seen Quarreling 
on the Beach by a Hotel Watchman—No 
Clew Whatever to the Mystery—Mur- 
dered by a Rival—The Criminal Calen- 
dar. 


Boston, Mass., Oct. ®.—A mysterious 
tragedy is bothering the police, and as yet 
there is nothing tangible upon which they 
can go to work. The body of a man had been 
left high upon the sand at Crescent Sunday 
night. There was nothing about the clothing 
that would lead to an identification of the 
body, but there were discolorations about the 
head and face that indicated violence. It 
was apparent that the body had not been 
long in the water. Under ordinary circum- 
stances the body would have been sent to the 
morgue, with the idea that the man had 
fallen into the water while drunk or had 
fallen from some passing vessel, but the 
watchman of Hotel Strathmore, which tle 
within a stone’s throw of the place where 
the body was found, tells a story that adds a 
more important phase tothe mystery. He 
says he saw two persons on the ‘shore that 
night. The first was.a woman acting as 
though she might be contemplat- 
ing suicide. Behind her stood a man 
engaged in an animated conversation with 
her. Atabout midnight, or an hour after the 
first quarrel, a second one occurred. In this 
case two men and a woman were concerned, 
and they stood: near where the body was 
found yesterday. Their conversation was so 
loud as to attract the attention of the watch- 
man. There was no train passing in either 
direction after that time. These occurrences 
seem to indicate that the unknown Man was 
one of the two men and the police believe his 
death was the result ofthe quarrel over the 
woman. Scores of the towns-folk have seen 
the body, but noone can identify it. With- 
out the woman in the case it would have at- 
tracted no attention, but now speculation 
isrifeasto the nature of the quarre) that 
would lead first to attempted suicide and 
then to murder. The woman and her 
champion disappeared from the neighbor- 
hood as mysteriously as they came, and only 
the body of the dead stranger remains as ev- 
idence of the midnight tragedy. The man 
was about 35 years old. His complexion was 
dark, his height about 5 feet 6 inches, his 
face rather thin and he bad a heavy dark 
mustache. His whole appearance was that 
of one not given to dissipation. His clothes 
were of black and of fine diagonal pattern, 
and from his pockets were taken an old- 
fashioned silver watch, some silver coins and 
a few keys. The shoes were of the congress 
pattern. A hat undoubtedly belonging to 
the man was found on the beach, quite a dis- 
tance from the body, soaked With blood.

THE WOODRUFF TRIAL. 


Counsel For Arkansas’ Ex-Treasurer De- 
mur to the Indictment. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., Oct. ®.—In the trial of 
the case against ex-State Treasurer Wm. E. 
Woodruff, this the second day, will be largely 
consumed in argument on the demurrer 
presented by counsel for the defense, in 
which it is urged that the indictment is 
defective, on the ground that Woodruff’s act 
does not constitute a crime under the laws of 
Arkansas; that the count is uncertain as to 
what offense is charged, that it charges a 
settlement made with the Audftor when no 
such settlement is provided for by law, and 
that it fails to charge any settlement de- 
tween the Auditor or any one else. In the 
arguments great stress was laidon the fact 
that the joint committee of the Legislature 
was the only body authorized to make a set- 
tlement, and until such settlement was made 
no evidence could be obtained to show that 
Woodruff had appropriated any of the 
State's funds to his own use. 

The case is being tried before Judge R. J.

Natural Gas Explosion in a Pittsburg 


Carpet House, 


THE FRONT OF THE BUILDING BLOWN 


OUT. 


Five Persons Injured, One Fatally—The 


Wrecked Building Takes Fire and Is 
Destroyed — Stepped Off a Moving 
Train—Burned to Death—The Casualty 
Record. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Oct. 0. — An explosion of 
natural gas in the cellar of the building occu- 
pied by George W. Snaman, carpet dealer, 
183 Federal street, Allegheny, at 11 o’clock 
this morning, badly damaged the bullding 
and dangerously injured Mr. Snaman and Je 
Hillert, anemploye of the Natural Gas Co. 
Mr. Snaman was frightfully burned and will 
probably die, The building took fire and is 
now burning. Several frame bulldings in 
the rear are also afire,and it is feared all 
will be destroyed. The gas had been escap- 
ing for several days, and Hilbert was 
searching for the leak when the explosion 
occurred. The Snaman structure is tour 
stories high and built of tron and brick. The 
loss will be heavy. 

LATER. 

At 12:30 o’clock the fire was under control, 
The frame buildings were saved, but the 
Shaman building was a total wreck. The 
loss Will reach $75,000, fully covered by in 
surance. Five persons were injured, instead 
of two as at first reported. Their names are: 
George W. Snaman. F. G. Hillard, Ella Agy, 
Mra. Gibson, and W. T. Taff. Hillard will 
die and Shaman is in a dangerous condition. 
Ella was on the fourth floor 
when the explosion occcurred and 
the fames spread so rapidly that 
she was badly burned tn escaping from the 
building. The concussion was terrific, 
wrecking the lower floors of the structure 
and breaking windowsa block away. Mrs. 
Gibson was walking on the opposite side of 
the street and was forcibly thrown to the 
pavement. Her injuries are not serious. W. 
T. Taff, who lives in Pine alley, 200 feet dis- 


tant, was sleeping in bod at the time. He 


was blown from the bed, sustaining painful 
bruises. The explosion created intense ex- 
citement and the fire spread so rapidly that 
fora time it was feared the entire biock 
would go.

School Board Election Camplications to 
Be Considered. 


QUESTION AS TO THE LEGALITY oF 
SOME OF THE NOMINATIONS. 


The Hoodlum Committee Still Holding 
Back Its Threatened Injunction—Plans 
of the Bain Committee to Rout the 
McFall Crowd—Interest in the Election 
Shown in Increased Registration. 


Before the School Board election takes place 
Attorney Stark will have to pass upon sev- 
eral matters which now seem complicated. 
When it comes to preparing the official bal- 
lot the attorney of the Board 
will be asked several questions by 


Secretary Playeras to the grouping of the 
nominations. Inthe first place he will have 
to decide Whether the Suk Stocking Repub- 
lican ticket will go under one or two cap- 
tions. The ticket has been filed and ac- 
cepted as the regular Republican nomina- 
tions; and in addition to this, the managers of 
that wing of the party submitted shortly 
before 6 o’clock last evening the same names 
as an ‘‘Electors’ ticket. This action tt 
was readily seen was a precautionary move 
to insure the placing of the names on the 
efficial ballot in the event the courts 
might sustain the claim of 
the hoodlum ring of the 
Committee. If Ford Smith fails in his at- 
tempt to prevent the publication of the ticket 
under the Republican heading, the Secretary 
ot the board will have to place the same 
ticket under two captions, unless At- 
torney Stark decides otherwise. The Bain 
Committee secured the requisite number 
of names to the petitions and Secretary 
Player accepted the certificates when they 
were presented last evening. 
OTHER COMPLICATIONS. 

Then there are other complications. In 
some of the districts where there are vacan- 
cies to be filled the Democrats have made 
nominations, though such action was not 
warranted by the City Central Committee. 
The call stmply provided for the holding of 
a convention to nominate six directors at 
large. An effort was made in the convention 
to let the delegates from the districts where 
directors were to be elected get together and 
make the nominations but he. was 
voted down. Notwithstanding the action 
the delegates from the Second and Fourth 
Wards comprising the Second District met 
immediately after the convention and 
nominated John Brady. The Four-

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Secretary Rusk Hasa Scheme to Give 
Them Weather Forecasts. 


LOCOMOTIVES TO TOOT THE NEWS TO 
ALL THE COUNTRY ’ROUND. 


The Secretary Was a Farmer Once Him 
self and Knows How Rain " Affects 
Mown Grass and Such Things—The 
Farmers Ready Predictor—How It Is 
Done. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-DIsPaTcu. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—One of the first dis 
coveries made by Secretary Rusk after he 
took charge of the weather of this country 
was discrimination against his friends, the 
farmers. He found that, while city people 
were getting Government forecasts regularly 
in their morniag newspapers and by means | 
of fags in the big railroad stations, their 
country cousins obtained no information 
until the weather had come and gone. 

This distribution of Federal tips seemed un- 
fair to Secretary Rusk. 

Having duly considered these phases of the 
situation, the Secretary sent for Prof. Har- 
— rington, Chief of the 
ANT Weather Bureau, and told 
him to figure out a scheme 
to give the country as val- 
uable information as the 
city receives. 

Prof. Harrington began 
U work at once and thinks he 
has solved the problem. SO apparently does 
Secretary Rusk, for an omiéial circular has 
just been issued announcing that the bureau 
wishes to nd in every town and village a 
responsible person who will undertake to 
display weather flags. When these persons 
are employed the forecasts will be tele- 
graphed to them and the people will know 
what kind of weather to expect. 

The flags are to be made of tin, and their 
size, shape and color, with the code of sig- 
nals. will be as follows:

Voters have two weeks more in which to 
find out and study the character, connec- , 
tions and qualifications of the various can- 
didates to represént the school districts in 
the School Board. In doing this they 
should bear in mind the business oppor- 
tunities that tempted Directors O’ConNoR, 
BosLEY and CUDMORE. ; 

Voters should beware of leading men in- 
to such temptation,and when a candidate’s 
private business or that of some brother, 
or some firm he is the friend of, indicates 
that he has an eye upon the opportunities 
aforesaid, it is wrong to place him where 
his fraternal affection or his friendship for 
some Chicago or St. Louis firm may make 
him forget the sacred public trust he is be- 
traying while ‘‘working a private snap.’’

GOOD FURNACES RUINED FOR DIRECTOR 
gon FIEM'S BENEFIT. 


é 
The System of Spoliation Resorted to in 


Furnaces Could Be Put Into School 
. Bajldings—Director John Brady Makes 
a Denial. 


In order that the reader may understand 
the full ty ofthe School Board’s worse 
than extr t methods of heating the 
schools of St. , a bit of history must be 


gone into. 
The department twenty five years ago 


* 
adopted the Myers and the Lotze furnaces. 


The Lotze system which obtained the majority 
hereis a very similar heater to the Fuller 
& Warren, which is replacing it. Both 
are contracted on the system of a central 
cast-iron furnacé; bricked around with atr- 
space, the smoke being conducted up the 
chimney and the hot air above and around 
the furpace conducted to the apartments 
above by meaus of ducts or large tin pipes, 
cold air being drawn in to create an ascend- 
ing current. This is the system of heating 
by furnace heat that is almost uni- 
versally applied. Different makers vary 
in minor degrees. One claims to save 
coal, another claims an easier method of 
repelation, but in the manner of distribution 
the Lotse and the Fuller & Warren systems 
are identical—that is, you can place the cast- 
ings of either heater within the same brick 
shell and presuce identical results. There is 
no disposition to decry the merits ofthe Ful- 
ler & Warren heater. It is just as good ana no 
better than the Lotze and neither are any 
better than halfa dozen excellent furnaces 
made in this Messrs. lor, Couzens, 
Halpin and have time to time 
endeavored to: get their furnaces into the 
schools. The teh ot freight alone on these 
heavy castings is worth considering. But the 
are not rich enough, 
to send into the 
agent to look after 
their interests. In a@ former article it was 
shown that Cincinnati! and other cities use 
the Lotse furnace system. This furnace has 
been improved to keep it up with the times 
and the arm in Cincinnati, where its head- 
quarters are, has patents issued down toa 
recentdate. So there is no excuse for get- 
ting the Fuller & Warren system on the 
ground that castings to replace por- 
tions of the old cannot be had. Moreover, 
the board owns a full set of moulds. These 
moulds were formerly placed when castings 
were made at an extremely reasonable 
figure. The case is different now. But of 
that more anon. 
FULLER & WARREN’S ADVANTAGE. 

Now, when Fuller 4 Warren put in their 
furnaces they have the advantage of all 
would-be competitors in that they have that 
excellent foreman, Edward J. O’Connor, to 
superintend the work. His men go out toa 
place where the work is going on, and his 
wagon carries out the supplies. 

A grave charge is made and can be sub- 
stantiated. It is that the Lotse furnaces are 
being ruthlessly destroyed and dismantied in 
order that the Fuller & Warren furnaces may 
be introduced. In the first place, furnace 
heating is ancient and extravagant. Any 
Dullding large enough to require sev- 
eral heaters, and most of the 
school-houses are, should be heated by 
the direct, or anyway the indirect steam 
system. Furnace heat is always unsatisfac- 
tory in a large roomed building on a very 
cold and biustery day, and complaints from 
teachers and scholars are perpetual during 
the winter. Right here is where the genial 
agent of the Fuller & Warren Co. gets 
in Bis work. He or one of the members of 
the Building Committee visit a school 
and the principal complains that the warm- 
ing appliances are insufficient, and straight- 
way if the Peter Martin or a Lotse furnace is 
used, a recommendation is made that ‘‘in 
consequence of the impertect and unsatis- 
factory character of the heating apparatus 
of School it is recommended that Fuller 
& Warren of Chicago be invited to 
send in a proposal for heating said school,’’ 
etc. But if the Fuller & Warren 
furnace is used in that school, the princal 
is advised to wear her ulster. 

SYSTEM OF SPOLIATION. 

But complaints do not come in fast enough 
to suit Agent O’Oonnor, and so, during last 
summer a delibefate system of spoliation 
was resorted to. In a number cases the 
radiating drums were removed from the 
Lotze furnaces s0 as to deprive them of 
about 2 per cent of their heat. The veriest 
tyro knows that the more heat 

the greater radiation 
The Lotze system calls 
for large pipes to carry the smoke and hot air 
from the furnace proper, around the four 
sides of the brick shell and finally into the 
flue. Thecold air drawn from without, en- 
ters the base of the shell and passes up 
around the glowing furnace castings, and 
around these radiating ovens intothe crown 
on top of the shell or jacket and then passes 
into the several distribution ducts. When 
you remove these fadiating drums you 
have taken away a large heating surface and 
have wasted a large percentage of heat, es- 
timated by competent judges and by the 
Lotze people to amount to fully 25 per cent of 
the entire Amount. That the Lotze furnace 
is being destroyed to make room for the Ful- 
ler & Warren canbe proved and the Posr- 
DISPATCH has reliable incontrovertable tes- 
timony to that effect. 

A large part of the wages paid out last 
summer for furnace repairs was paid to ten 
men for ruining the Lotse furnace under the 
guise of repairs. Again, when the Lotze 
furnace is taken out and it is good as new 
andcan’t be condemned, the board some- 


times orders that it be transferred to some 

small school. In such cases thrifty Agent 

O'Connor causes that the furnaces be set up 

without radiating drums. This also the 

Post-DISPATCH can prove by several of the 

men who were employed upon the work. 
PAID BY THE BOARD. 

Again, although Fuller & Warren take the 
contracts for supplying heating apparatus 
for the public schools, it is directly charged 
that that concern does not furnish 
all the labor incident to setting them up. The 
stove gang, consisting of eight men who are 
employed the year round, has n employed, 
placing the furnaces in the cellars, and 
the school department has 
them off each pay-day. Of course 
Agent O'’Coanor is not aware of this. Fuller 
& Warren offered to furnish the furnace 
Castings at $250 each and yet the concern gets 
$5,100 for heating the Carr Lane School, which 
already had an excellent hot air suStem. 
When the Lotze furnaces were taken out, 
steam, which is much more economical, 
should have been introduced. The $5,100 
paid out to heat the Carr Lane should have 
furnished twenty heaters. Again, Fuller & 
Warren have never more than pretended to 
put in their own heaters. They have invar- 
lably been put in by the School Board under 
a contract, or by O’Connor’s men and O’Con- 
ner has ina numberof instances furnished 
the ducts and done the work of setting them.

MR. NIEDRINGHAUS CONSENTED. 

At the court Sheriff’s ery. W. S. Collier,” 
the young man came forward, accompanied 
by his brother, Rev. T. J. Collier of Olmsted, 
O., pastor ofthe Congregational Church at 
that place.

This Judge Thayer did not requlre, but 
took the Congressman's verbal message. 
When Collier was arraigned before him, the 
Court said: ‘*Well, Collier, did you see 
Mr. Niedringhaus and inform him of the 
facts in the case as I told you?“ Collier re- 
plied that he did, and stated to the Court 
what Mr. Niedringhaus had said.

The only ‘‘hitch’’ was when the colored 
choir of St. Elizabeth’s Church reported for 
practice with the central division. The choir 
comprises twenty singers, six male 
and fourteen female, and they went 
into the chorus work with great 
enthusiasm. The grand numbers being prac- 
ticed for the chorus features of the henrick 
Jubliee were the famous ‘‘Te Deum’’ of the 
German com er, Bruckner, which Wii 
then be sung for the firsttime in this coun- 
try, and a part of the Gloria! from Mo- 
zart’s mass. Into these great selections the 
colored choir was prepared to go hand in 
hand with its white fellow-cholirs of the Cen- 
tral District. 

But, White the choirs of the other churches 
recognized inthe abstract the first Catholic 
principle that all men are equal in the sigut 
of God, they apparently allowed race 
prejudice to influence them to a deplorabie 
degree in their musical association with the 
colored choristers. When the time came for 
the choirs to be allotted to their respective 
positions, a strong opposition arose to the 

sition which flanked the singers of St. 
‘ligabeth’s Church. None of the choirs 
wished to be assigned to that post, and on 
last Thursday their objections assumed such 
tangible form that fora time Director Otten 
was at his wits’ end and it was almost de- 
cided to give up the Central district organi- 
zation. Many of the white singers 
were loud and pronounced in their 

rotest, the St. Eligabeth’s choir was calm, 
bat immovable in its determination to retain 
ite place inthe Jubilee Chorus, and so, 
for a brief period, that harmony necessary 
to good choral work was sadly lacking at 
the St. Bridget’s Church rehearsal. 

Director Otten, aided by the efforts of 
several priests, at last succeeded in quelling 
the temporary revolt and the rehearsal! went 
fe-ward, Some of the more Iberalflmemt es 
of the white choirs also came to the rescue, 
and when the rehearsal endedit was with 
the understanding that by-gones should be 
by-gones, that the colgre chotr should 
occupy ite rightful place in the choral ranks 
and that whatever white choir should be 
placed next to them should accept the De 
without a murmur. But during the ys 
that have passed the affair has been much 
discussed, and a feeling has again revived 
that threatens a second scene at next Thurs- 
on. rehearsal. 

irector Otten was seen this morning by a 
Post- DISPATCH reporter and sald: 
‘*The revolt against the colored choir was 


a most imp&rtant affair, but I think it Is 
now suppre „ I greatiy regret that

— — There was asimilar outbreak over 
n Cincinnati during a grand choral practice, 
and it had the serious effect of almost break 
ing upthechorus. The white choirs have no 
ent to pe against these singers of St. 
igabeth’s Church. As Catholics they 
should recognize them as they do any other 
members of the chorus, and now that the 
first protest is smoothed over, I think tnat 
will be dene. I hope there will be no trouble 
at the next rehearsal,and I don’t belleve 
there will be.
